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1 . THE ANNOUNCEMENT TUESDAY BY THE TURKISH GENERAL STAFF THAT 
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THE TAKEOVER OF COMMON DEFENSE INSTALLATIONS HAD BEEN COMPLETED, 
PRIME MINISTER DEMIREL'S SCHEDULED MEETING WITH PRESIDENT 
FORD, AND PRESIDENT FORD' S LETTER TO CONGRESS DOMINATED THE 
FRONT PAGES OF MAJOR TURKISH DAILIES WEDNESDAY (JULY 30). 

2. SEVERAL DAILIES ALSO GAVE FRONT PAGE PLAY TO TUESDAY'S MEETING 
OF THE NATO COUNCIL, ACTION BY LEADERS OF THE TURKISH FEDERATED 
STATE ON CYPRUS TO CLOSE U.S. INSTALLATIONS, AND TURKISH AMBASSADOR 
MELIH ESENBEL'S NEWS CONFERENCE IN WASHINGTON. 

3. REPORTS AND HEADLINE TREATMENT WERE ESSENTIALLY STRAIGHTFORWARD. 
IN ADDITION, MILLIYET REPORTED THAT PRIME MINISTER DEMIREL WOULD 
SIGN THE CSCE FINAL ACT WITH THE RESERVATION THAT IN TURKISH 

EYES ARCHBISHOP MAKARIOS DOES NOT REPRESENT THE TURKISH-CYPRIOT 
PORTION OF CYPRUS. A LETTER PRESENTING THE TURKISH VIEW WILL BE 
CIRCULATED AMONG DELEGATIONS, MILLIYET SAID. 

4. MILLIYET ALSO CARRIED A REPORT BY CORRESPONDENT SAMI KOHEN IN 
WASHINGTON THAT PRESIDENT FORD WILL SUGGEST TO PRIME MINISTER 
DEMIREL THAT COMMON DEFENSE INSTALLATIONS IN TURKEY BE PUT 
UNDER THE NATO "UMBRELLA". THIS WOULD PERMIT U.S. PERSONNEL TO 
KEEP WORKINT AT THE INSTALLATIONS. ACCORDING TO KOHEN, OFFICIALS 

IN WASHINGTON STILL DO NOT KNOW WHETHER THE HOUSE CAN RECONSIDER 
ITS VOTE OF LAST THURSDAY BEFORE RECESSING. HE ADDED THAT THE 
WHITE HOUSE IS ALSO CONSIDERING SUPPLYING AID TO TURKEY THROUG 
ITS DISCRETIONARY AUTHORITY IF CONGRESS CANNOT ACT BEFORE 
SEPTEMBER. THE PRESIDENT IS EXPECTED TO PRESENT THIS PROPOSAL 
TO PRIME MINISTER DEMIREL AT HELSINKI, KOHEN SAID. 

5. EDITORIALS AND COMMENTARY REMAINED PREOCCUPIED WITH THE 
EMBARGO QUESTION AND TURKISH ACTION TO TAKE OVER COMMON DEFENSE 
INSTALLATIONS. THEMES WERE LARGELY REPETITIVE OF THOSE DEVELOPED 
EARLIER (SEE REFTEL). AN EXCEPTION WAS A COLUMN BY TEOMAN EREL IN 
CUNAYDIN. EREL SAID THAT TWO OPPOSED TENDENCIES HAVE BECOME 
APPARENT IN THE DEMIREL GOVERNMENT WITH RESPECT TO THE INSTALLATIONS 
AND RELATIONS WITH THE UNITED STATES. ON THE ONE HAND ARE DEMIREL, 
CAGLAYANGIL, FEYZIOGLU AND TURKES, WHO FAVOR A PRUDENT AND 
COOLHEADED APPROACH. THEY WANT TO SEE U.S.-TURKISH RELATIONS 
MENDED AND DISPUTED MATTERS RESOLVED THROUGH NEW ACCORDS. ON THE 
OTHER HAND, THERE ARE THE MEMBERS OF THE NATIONAL SALVATION PARTY 
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LED BY CHAIRMAN NECMETTIN ERBAKAN. "ACCORDING TO MEMBERS OF THE 
NSP, AMERICAN BASES ARE ENEMY FORTRESSES IN THE LAND OF ISLAM. 

THEY WERE CAPTURED AND THE TURKISH FLAG WAS HOISTED OVER THEIR 
TOWERS. THIS WAS A HOLY WAR," SAID EREL. HEUPECULATED THAT THE
